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RANC;H extensions for CYPERACEAE in LOUISIANA AND 

TEXAS— UvPi'Ri'S DiSTiNCTUS Steucl., a perennial with short, thick rhizomes, 
inhabits wet sandy areas near lakes, streams, and ditclies or depressions in 
pine savannas and flatwoods. It is often confused with C. psendove^etus 
Steud. and C. virens Michx., but can be easily distinguished from tliem by 
tile presence of a basal callosity on the achene. It has been previously re¬ 
ported from C'harleston Co., South Carolina .south to southern Florida and 
west to about the Apalachicola River in the Florida Panhandle (Radford, 
Allies, and Bell, 196iiS; Godfrey and Wooten, 1979). A specimen of C. 
distiudus, new to Louisiana, was collected in St. Charles Parish: Bonnet 
Carre Spillway, center of lloodway just N of river road, infrequent in low 

wet areas, hS Oct 197.4, Aiontz 2904 (NO). 

Cy'PERIis 'i FNUis Sw. has been previously reported in Texas from Cameron, 
Duval, Karnes, Nueces, and San Patricio counties (Correll and Johnston, 
1970). Numerous specimens of C. tcuuis were found alon^ a two mile area 
of Cypre.ss Creek in northeast Harris Co., Kessler 20M) (SMU, TAES). 
Additional collections were discovered from Brazoria Co., Fleetwood 10202 
(SMU) and Dewitt Co., Correll /77// (TEX). This extends the known 
ranine of C. tenuts about 200 miles northeast. This species may have been 
accidentally dispersed in Harris County by the Mercer family in the 1940’s 
or I950’s when they brought numerous plants from south Texas. 

Psiloc:Arya SCIRPOIDES Torr. was recently re^xirted new to Louisiana from 
Washin^^ton Parish by Allen and Vincent (1982). Since this report, two 
additional specimens have been examined: Winn Parish, Kessler 982 (NLU) 
and Washinifton Parish, Thomas 40160 (NLU).
